A largely attended mectiog of discontented 
and disillusioned Foreign and Chinese shire- 
, holders in the Chinese Engineering and Mining 
Company, ' imited, was hetd in the Town Hall, 
Shanghai, on Thursday evening last to prutest 
against the methods of the Company. 
© Ou the motion of Mr. Byron Brenan, C. M, G., 
and ex-Consul-General, Mr, C, J. Dudgeon was 
UBanimously vated to the chair, * 

’, Mrz Leonard Kerr was appointed Secretary 
to the meeting. : 

The Chairman said-—Gentleme., in opening 
the proceedings of this meeting 1 do not pro” 
pese to detain you at_any length, but will 
explain as shortly as possible the reasons 
which have induced the calling of it, As you 
are aware a meeting of. shareholders in this 
Company has been held in Tientsin (at which. 
I believe some 200,070 shares were represented) 
expressing dissatisfaction with the present 
management of the Company, and as a siiiilar’ 
ineasure of dissatisfaction exists in Shanghai 
where also a very large number of shares is 
held, it has been thought desirable to fullow- 
the example of Tientsin, and see whether by 
joining forces w nno I om 0 
bring our views courteously but forcibly 
to the attention of the London Board of 
Directors, Ihe cwses for the dissatisfac- 
tionare several, 1 shall shortly mention some 
of them, and probably other gentlemen in the 
room will be able to supplement me, We have 
in the first place to complain of the ignorance 
in which the shareholders have been kept as 
reyards the affairs and the working of the 
Company. Thisis a point which requires serious 
representation, The deed transferring the 
property from the old to the new Company was 
signed on 19th February, 1901, that is to Say, 
20 months ago, and in that long period nota 
single statement of account.bas been put before 
the sharcholders, until that which’ was pre-: 
sented at the meeting held on the 24th of last 
month, which covers a period of working only 
to the end of last February, and a copy o which 
I-have only received today. We have not 
even known whether the whole capital of the 
Gompany has been’ raised; we knew that 
£375,002 was paid in scrip to the old Company,
